WASHINGTON, Oct, 25.—The 
sudden flare of activity on the 
Italian front after months >f 
almost complete quiet, attracted

The. fact that nearly 3000 
prisoners were taken yesterday 
shows the surprise nature of the 
attacks and it also may indicate 
waning morale in the Austrian 
army.

HUGE NAVAL GUN POUNDS ENEMY.

Sailors, Firing Land’s Greatest Projectiles, Help

Between the Oise and Serre rivers American naval gunners, with sixteen-inch guns, have 
joined the French in their efforts to hammer their way northeastward toward Hirson, one of the 
key positions in the German line. American shells from these guns are being hurled against both 
Vervins and Rozoy. Further progress has been made by the French in this region, but only after 


: Likewise on both sides of the Meuse River the Americans have advanced their line notwith- 
standing strong resistance. North of Grand Pre, which lies in the valley above the famous Argonne 
Forest, several hills of the utmost importance from a strategic standpoint have been taken from 
the desperately resisting enemy machine gunners and artillerists. 

Numerous violent counter-attacks have been launched by the Germans against the Americans, 
but all these have been successfully sustained. The Germans in this region now are badly outflanked 
by the F rench standing on the left of the American line at Vouziers and it is protiable they soon 
will be compelled to readjust their entire line from the north of Vouziers to the region of Etain.

NEW ITALIAN OFFENSIVE.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—British and 
French troops are aiding the Ital- 
fans in their new offensive. Accord- 
ing to reports reaching London to- 
day the attacks of the Allies are 
meeting with considerable success,

ROME, Oct. 25.—In bitter fight- 
ing yesterday in the region of Monte 
Grappa the Italians established 
themselves on the northern bank of 
Ornic River, says an official state- 
ment.

“Bitter fighting occurred yester- 
day morning in the Monte Grappa 
region.

They established themselves on the 
northern bank of tne Ornic torrent 
in the Alano basin.

| ITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN

which was occupied by the French 
troops. 
The Germans have brought up 
three fresh divisions to this sector 
in the last few days and appear de- | 
termined to dispute possession of 
every foot of ground. They are par- 
ticularly favored by the character of 
the terrain, which is broken,. fur- 
nishing strong natural obstacles 
which the enemy has utilized to the 
utmost by adding field fortifications 
upon which they have been working 
for four weeks. 

The position Gen. Debeny’s men 
are attacking from Ribecourt south- 
east to the valley of the Serre is 
called the Herrman position by the 
‘Germans. Considerable of its gen- 
eral characteristics has been ned 
re- 
ports of aviators. This is not sup- 
posed to have the same strength as 
the Hindenburg line, but is suffictesit- 
ly strong to permit of a stout de- 
fense. Behind this line, again, there 
is extension of the Hunding position 
in front of Guise, to which the Ger- 
mans no doubt will retire when the 
present battle is finished.

The President 
is quite ready to admit that Repub- 
licans are loyal enough to fight and 
die, as they are doing by the thou- 
sands; loyal enough to take up great 
loans and pay enormous taxes; loya) 
enough to furnish important tnen at 
no salary on some of the great war 
boards in Washington. But they 
are not loyal enough, in the Presi- 
dent's opinion, to be trusted with 
any share in the government of the 
country or legislation for it.

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEPF. 


HALLER TO DIRECT THE 
IN 


GEN. 
FORCES OF . POLAND 
ALLIED SERVICE.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Gen. 
Josef Haller, who, with a regiment 
of Poles; fought his way out of the 
| Austrian’ army, has been appointed 
commander-in-chief of the Polish 
forces fighting with the Allies, dald 
a cablegram received here today by 
lgnace Paderewski, American rcp- 
resentative of the Polish national 
committee. 
The new commander, who suc- 
ceeded Gen. Archinard, is stationed 
with soldiers of his native land %n 
France, but has authority as well 
over those in Italy and Russia. He 
was selected for the post by the 
Polish national committee, recog- 
nized by the Allies as an official or- 
ganization for Poland and with 
headquarters in Paris. . 
In taking the oath of office re- 
cently “before the first- Polish di- 
vision in active service in France, 
Gen. Haller delivered a ringing ap- 
peal to Poles to rally to the emblem 
of the white eagle and ‘‘at the point 
of your bavonets bring unity and 
liberty to Poland.” 
Gen. Haller declared that Poland 
will not finally wrench apart the 
shackles that have bound her for 
160 vears until Germany and Aus- 
tria are vanquished. He included 


Warsaw. Cracow, Lwow (Lemberg,.) 
Vozan (Posen,) and Gdansk (Dant- 
zig) with other cities of the ancient 
realm. 

Gen. De Castelnau of the French 
army utilized the occasion to salute 
the reconstructed Polish forces. 

Gen. Haller’s exploit in leading 
his Polish regiment out of the Aus- 
trian army, in which he was a colo- 
nel, was carried out ingthe face of 
a terrific- artillery and machine- 
gun fire. With his men he joined 
| the Polish army corps in Rusgia. 
and the two units fought a five-day 
battle with German forces, whose 
commanders broke an agreement 
of armistice. Surrounded by Ger- 
mans an Rolsheviki, Gen. Haller 
effected a night retreat across the 
Dnelper and finally reached the 
Czecho Slovak forces in Southern 
Russia. Leaving his regiment there, 
he made his way across Russia to 
the Murman oe where Allied 
troops facilitated his journey to 
France. 

A dispatch received here early 
this month from a correspondent 
with the American Expeditionary 
Forces tn France gave the name of 
the new commander-in-chief of the 
Polish army fightjng with the Al- 
lies as “Polo.” The military career 
of “Polo” as described in this dis- 
patch is the same as that contained 
in the announcement made by the 


Polish national committee today 
and it is assumed here that the 
name of “Polo” was an error in

PATH IN CONTROVERSY. 


EVEN AT THAT, REPLY TO WIL- 

SON 1S CRITICISED BY BOTH

THE HAGUE (Holland) Oct. 25. 
—The Kreuz Zeitung, commenting 
on the German note, says: 

“We were confronted with the 
question, shall we answer President 
Wilson as he deserves and thus break 
off nezotiations for good and all, or 
shall we bend to the tyrannical yoke 
and cede to his unheard of demands? 
The German government has chosen 
the middle path, wifh an inclination 
toward the second alternative. The 
future will show whether this was 
the right step to take, but we must 
remember that a false middle path 
often means delay. The external 
form of the note is, however, hon- 
orable. One might have expected a 
firmer defense of our honor, which 
was attacked by Wilson, but that is 
a question of temperament.” 
Theodore Wolff, in Monday’« Tazge- 
blatt, says: 

“The German note was like a 
trunk, which was constantly to be 
opened because something was for- 
gotten.” 
Wolff continues that Wilson's 
-peace step of 1917 is being much dis- 
cussed in connection with less sub- 
marining.. A thorough investigation 
has shown there were then possibili- 
ties for peace, naturally without the 
iron ore districts. Wolff continues 
that no one has connected Helfferich 
with these negotiations; that he hur- 
ried decisions and persuaded the 
naval party in a secret conference 
as well as Bethmann-Hollweg. Wolff 
calls attention to the fact that all 
these figures are again appearing on 
the scene to impede peace. He says 
it is useless to pretend that Ger- 
many cannot get peace without sac- 
rifices, as the chance of a peace of 
understanding disappeared in Janu- 
ary, 1917, thanks to the disciples of 
iron one and the Flanders coast 
theory. 
“We have not yet arrived at the 
negdtiations, and it remains to be 
seen whether Wilson, or rather the 
Entente, will’consider the armistice. 
These are the next and worst dif- 
ficulties, as in Paris, London and 
New York the military necessities 
are spoken as also extreme zuaran- 
tees. We cannot deny that our 
chauvinist politicians spoke simflar- 
ly when they hoped to get to Paris. 
We wonder, however, what will re- 
main of Wilson's league idea ir the 
demands are too bitter.”

MASK’S VALUE. 


General Use of “Flu-Scarers” 
Deemed Impractical. 
Only in Skilled Hands is it 
Considered Helpful. 


“Apt to do Ordinary Person 
More Harm than Good.” 


Los. Angeles is not likely to be- 
come a “flu’-masked city like San 
Francisco, according to opinions ex- 
pressed yesterday by prominent 
throat and nose specialists and other 
physicians. The State Board of 
Health has ordered their use by “flu” 
victims and their attendants. While 
the Advisory Committee of the local 
Board “of Health has recommended 
the wearing of masks, there is no 
compulsion attached to the recom- 
merdation, and opinion among ex- 
perts here sériously questions the ef- 
ficacy of the masks as generally 
worn. 

“We went into the matter thor- 
cughly,.” said Health Officer Powers 
yesterday, “but we could not decide 


There are various angles to the ques- 
tion. and the impossibility of edu- 
cating all at once the mass of the 
people as to how to use the masks 
properly is obvious. When care is 
not exercised, the masks are use- 


less.”’ 
' EXPERT OPINION. 


Dr. John J. Kyle, ear, nose and 
throat specialist, does not believe in 
the masks for general use. 

“The only virtue in a mask is for 
professional use by a doctor or a 
nurse,” he said yesterday. “A mask 
when worn about the house or on 
the streets by the ordinary citizen 
soon becomes dirty and affected by 
perspiration from the face. of the 
wearer and also soiled when toluched 
by the hands. The only way in 
which a mask can be sterilized is br 
putting it in a sterilizer, and the 
face must be washed with soap and 
water, followed by alcoRol. To com- 
plete the sterilization operation, one 
rmiust wash the teeth and gargie the 
throat, put on rubber gloves and 
carry one's clothes in a portable 
sterilizer. Some job! 

“IT saw a woman in a restaurant 
today with a mask on. She was in 
ordinary street clothes, and every 
now and then she raised her hand 
to her face and fussed with the 
mask. Now, if there is any place 
where dust and infection can 

picked up by the hands, it is in pub- 
Lec places such as restaurants, of- 
fices, on the street cars—in fact, ev- 
erywhere where a persan has to, be 
if he goes out at all.| And each 
time the mask is touched by the 
hands it may as easily become in- 
fected as any other part of the at- 
tire, and, being close to the mouth 
and nostrils, it carries the infection 
to the most dangerous place.”’ 


FROM COMMITTEEMAN. 


Dr. J. Rollin French, a member 
of the Advisory Committee of the 
Health Board, which recommended 
the use of masks, said that the de- 
cision of the committee not to make 
any compulsory order was due to the 
diversity of opinion as to the ef- 
licacy of wearing the gauze pro- 
tectors. 

“If everybody would take the 
necessary care of the masks, by prop- 
er sterilization and care,” he said, 
“no doubt it would be desirable that 
they should be worn. ut the ma- 
jcrity of persons would not do this, 
and to wear a soiled—perhaps an in- 
focted—mask would be worse. than 
no mask at all. There are things to 
be said both for and against the 
wearing of masks. Personally I 
Coubt the desirability of their gen- 
erel use under the circumstances.” 

“I do not believe it is practical,” 
s2id Dr. E. W. Fleming, another spe- 
clalist in ear, throat and nose dis- 
eases. “Most persons have no ap- 
preciation of the precautions neces- 
sary to be observed. Masks require 
not only to be kept clean, but to be 
sterilized at certain intervals. I 
have seen some persons wearing 
their masks for a while hanging 
about their necks, and then they ap- 
Ply them to their faces, forgetting 
that they might have Picked up 
germs while dangling about their 
clothes. It is proper for physicians 
while attending patients ‘to weas 
masks, and also for nurges In the 
hospitals to do so, but I am opposed 
to their genera] use by the public.”

CASES MUCH FEWER. 


number of cases in the daily report, 
the influenza situation yesterday 
took a hopeful turn.

In yesterday’s report forty addi- 
tional cases were characterized as 
influenza combined with pneumonia. 
There were twenty-four deaths from 


this cause reported, and seven deaths 
from pneumonia. 

City Health Officer Powers says 
that the tide of the disease appears 
to be about at its crest and that 
better conditions may be expected 
in the near future. He declines to 
prophesy how soon the ban can be 
,lifted, declaring that the quarantine 
is largely in the hands of the people. 
and that the better they obey orders 
the quicker the city can be opened 
again. 

An excellent record in treating 
influenza is being made at the iso- 
lation hospital on Yale street, where 
there were seventy patients yester- 
day. The cases there are of the 
most serious sort, coming from the 
poorest families in the city, In most 
cases, and being marked by the 
most aggravated symptoms. There 
have been from fifty to seventy 
cases there for a week, and only six 
deaths are on record.

RECAUTION AND FEAR, | 
At the present moment it takes a level 
head to draw the line sharply between 
fear and precaution. Yet precaution is the 
child of wisdom, while fear is born of ig: 
horance and weakness. It belongs to every 


man and woman in this country today to — 


exercise due precaution with regard to the 
prevalent epidemic—to recognize that we 
are afflicted with unusual and dangerous 
conditions and to religiously observe every 
rule and suggestion made by accredited au- 
thorities, local, State or national, for the- 
preservation and maintenance of health. | 


At the same time, the individual who 
gives way to fear, who tries every remedy 
retailed by his neighbdér, the papers or the 
druggists and who goes about, or who stays 
at home, in dread of the moment when he 
shall show symptoms of the disease is cre- 
ating the necessary conditions for the dis- 
ease. While the average mind refuses to 
believe that mind is all and that sickness 
is solely of the mind—it is undeniably true 
that fear and constant dwelling on the pos- 
sibilities of contagion prepare the system 
for trouble. To an extent we do invite dis- 
aster by holding it in our thoughts and we 
can prevent ill by forgetting it—after we 
have made all the possible provisions for 
avoiding it. : 

If the wearing of “flu” masks fs decided 
by the health authorities to bé a wise pre- 
caution, let's wear ‘em—although they are 
disfiguring to our beauty and uncomforta- 
ble. But don’t let the presence of the mask 
scare us into the belief that we are going 
to catch the germs, even when masked. 
And don’t let anybody expect to have a turn 
at influenza—keep the subject as far away 
as possible and go about the regular rou- 
tine of life, as nearly as the prohibitions 
of the health authorities permit. If you: 
can’t do your usual work there are plenty 
of other things to do. The call for work- 
ers for the Red Cross, the draft boards and 
the government is urgent. 

If you do begin to sniffe and snuffle get 
to your doctor at once, and stand not on 
tbe order of your getting—it’s a lot easier 
to head off the “flu” at the start than it is 
to cure it when it’s once well under way. 
If everybody will exercise common sense, 
obey orders and refuse to be stampeded by 
fear, this invasion of a foreign germ will 
soon die out and we shall go back to the 
normal course of our own brands of colds 
and grip—both of them forms of Iliness 
largely preventible by right living and prop- 
er precautions—as a habit, instead of an 
emergency measure. If we were as afraid 
of our ordinary disease conditions as we 
are of this extraordinary pestilence they 
might prove just as dangerous. Certainly 
the sense of fear has had a good deal to do 


“Spanish influenza,” while the general ob- 
servance of reasonable precautions and ab- 
sence of panicky fears will do much to over- 
come it. | 


HAT AN ARMISTICE MEANS. 

Germany’s request of the Allied gov- 
ernments, through President Wilson, for 
“the immediate conclusion of an armistice 
on Jand and water and in the air” has 
awakened a lively discussion in the English 
and French press ag to the literal meaning 
of the word “armistice.” Some of the news- 
paper strategists who permit their passions 


an armistice is an acknowledgment by 
one of the belligerents that he is beaten and 


may escape further punishment. Frank H. 
Simonds is a notable instance. In an article 
written for the New York Tribune and pub- 
lished under contract by a number of other 
papers, MrySimonds avers that an armistice 
is “purely and simply an inquiry of a beaten 
‘contestant. It is in substance a statement 
by the enemy, ‘I have been beaten; what 
must I do to escape further thrashing?’ 


’ While such an interpretation of the term 
is flattering to the Allies, there is nothing 
in the standard dictionaries of the English 

d French languages to justify such a 
efinition. The word has been taken into 
the English language from the French; 
neither the spelling nor the meaning has 
been changed. The same root is to be found 
in the Spanish, Portuguese and Italian lan- 
guages. It is derived from the Latin word 
arma (arms) and status (p.p. of sto, stand.) 
The French dictionaries give to it a single 
meaning, without qualification, “momentary 
suspension of hostilities by mutual accord.” 
Standard English and American diction- 


sation of hostilities, by mutual agreement, 
between two armies in the field or between + 


authority in either the English or French 
language have we been able to find that 
the term armistice implies aught concern- 
ing the relative condition of the military 
forces engaged. What was termed in the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries, “The truce 
of God” by English writers was called the 
“l'armistice de Dieu” by the French. WUn- 
til the word armistice became current in 
the English language it was translated by 


Modern usage has made a shaded distinc- 
tion, however, between the two terms. A 
truce has been adapted to mean a cessation 


and for a shorter length of time than an 
armistice. In hig introductiow to his Inter- 
national Law, Woolsey observes that “an 
armistice is an interval in war and supposes 
a return to it. .. . Ap armistice again 
leaves the question of war unsettled.” There 
may be some significance in the fact that 
the German government used the French 
term armistice rather than the English term 
truce in the wording of the note. 

There is nothing in an armistice imply- 
ing that hostilities shall not be continued. 
An armistice is often asked by military com- 
mander# in the field. The request is but 
rarely made by one government of another. 
An armistice may be asked to permit both 
sides to bury their dead and collect their 
wounded in No Man's Land, or to arrange 
for thé removal of noncombatants from a 
beleaguered city. As Woolsey recites, an 
armistice presupposes a continuation of hos- 
tilities. 

Under the French interpretation of an 
armistice it can either be general or local 
in its nature and can be concluded either by 
the governments or by the military authori- 
ties. Notwithstanding the armistice, the bel- 
ligerents continue the administration of the 
countries that they occupy. The penalty for

all men beginning work in his or- 
ganization should file their resigna- 
tions and all the progressive men of 
this time seemingly took their cue 
from him, for it was a rule very 
much in evidence that men over 40 
might “get the sack” at any time. 
It all goes to show that we have 
not made much effort to standardize 
this efficiency of man, which cer- 
tainly has its high and low-water . 
mark in life. | 
Barring certain freakish, intuitive 


youthful brains which causes the 
abnormal development called ge- 
nius, all work improves with healthy 


There are certain forms of sub- 
jective work where the mellowness 
of age give it favor, where a slack- 
ening of the virile in us sometimes 
gives. more perspective. Just as 
there ig other work where the vital 
and red blood of maturity is a ne- 
cessity and gives the work or 
achievement its punch in the arts 
men have been at their best at dif- 
ferent ‘stages of their age. 

Sometimes a man’s talent has been 
like a lead in a mine. He works 
it out at an early age. Sometimes 
a man develops early and never 
grows more. The best in physical 
nature grows to maturity, but the 
best in man grows all the time, al- 
though toward the last it is at the 
expense of the vital and with it a 
purely sublime light is thrown on 
subjective work. Of course, it is the 
virile in man that Is the engine of 
on “doer.”

on. 

With the creator, higher creation 
comes, for the most part, when the 
virile is under dominance. That can 
come at any age. 

Environment has so much to do

Many men have found them- 
selves at 50 by being thrust into an- 
other environment, whereas where 
they were before, what they had in 
themselves was stultified. 

With opportunity it is thé same. 
Who would ever have heard of Foch 
and Hindenburg if the Kaiser had 
decided to delay the world’s war 
until 1925? Habit, too, wraps its 
insidious and sleek tentacles about 
us and soothes us into desuetude. 
There are dominant and masterly 
figures In affairs now who have lost 
the art of manual effort. They dic- 
tate to aides—they even detest the 
telephone. These men, with all their 
ability, if placed suddenly in, work 


be inefficient—at least they would | 
be clumsy. 


All this fs why old age has been | on 


dubbed inefficient. Clever men who 
deal in the abstract soon lose the 
knack of working in the objective. 
When you talk to them they start 
as though from a dream. When 
their work is in the realm of ab- 
stract they are efficient. Place them 
where they have to expceute and they 
fumble. To make men of all ages 
efficient is the great new study 
called in particular cases anent our 
war Occupational Therapy. This 
work will be extended. There is an 
efficiency in every age of every 
man—we must find it. 


A Way Better Than Reprisal. 
It has been suggested that “re- 


wanton burning of French and Bel- 
gian cities and the destruction of 
property by the retreating Germans. 
But perhaps compulsory restitution 
is better than reprisal. When the 
time comes, cities in Germany might 
be occupied by Allied forces until 
the wilful damage done by the Ger- 
mans is paid for. Full restitation 
is impossible. Some of the things 
that have been destroyed cannot be 
restored or properly paid for, and 
some of the destruction may fairly 
be charged to the necessary wastage 
of war, but the cost of restoration 
of the burned cities and the lands 
laid waste can be estimated and the 
amount can be assessed upon the 
cities of Germany and these cities 
can be held in trust, as it were, by 
the armies until the assesaments are 
paid. 

This course would be neither bar- 
barous nor unjust. It destroys noth- 
ing and wastes nothing. It simply , 
charges the loss against those who 
are responsible for it and who 
caused the larger part of it through 
a barbarous spirit and in haste and 
vindictiveness. The punishment pro- 
posed would in a measure fit the 
crime, although it would be inade- 
quate. Moreover, for every thousand 
peaceful Belgians or French marched 
off to slavery an equal number of 
Germans should be compelled to 
work on the restitutions.—[Hartford
